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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendments concerning the claims, drawings and specifications have been 
acknowledged and will be entered. 

Drawings 

2. The informal drawings are not of sufficient quality to permit examination. Accordingly, 
new drawings are required in reply to this Office action. 

Applicant is given a TWO MONTH time period to submit new drawings in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.81. Extensions of time may be obtained under the provisions of 37 CFR 
1 .136(a). Failure to timely submit new drawings will result in ABANDONMENT of the 
application. 

The confusion in the invention lies in figures 9 and 12. It is unclear to the examiner as to 
what the how the first (horizontal) and second (vertical) approximations are related. In light of 
the added information presented in the amendment the examiner believes that Bands a, b, c and d 
are chromatic values meaning, gray scale values. If this is correct, then what are the meanings of 
the labels Fn and Fn-1 ? If the labels Fn and Fn-1 do not add value to the figure, please remove 
them from the figure as they add more confusion than clarity to the invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1-15 recites the limitation "horizontal and vertical directions". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear as to exactly what the 
horizontal and vertical directions mean from what is disclosed in the claim. It is highly 
recommended that the claim include the meaning of the two terms. 

Response to Amendment 

5. The examiner thanks the applicant for clarifying the questions raised in the previous 
office action. However, the application in its current form is still not allowable. The examiner is 
still unclear as to certain aspects of figures 9 and 12 (discussed above). Without a clear 
understand of the figures, the terms "horizontal and vertical directions" are even more 
ambiguous. 

From the amendments to the specification and claims, the examiner gathers that band a, 
b, c, and d are indeed gray scale values and not pixels nor temporal comparisons (comparison of 
pixel from frame fn to fn-1). Is that interpretation correct? 

An interview is highly recommended in order to assist in the examiner's understand of 
the invention and also to expedite the application process.
